However, I think it's perfectly fine if folks want to join that 
discussion if they feel the need to do so. Investors will not feel one 


bit bad if you loose your ham bands in the course of making money. Small 
or big investors alike, their interest is the same, and it has very 
little to do with the noise level you will be treated on. Just like 
investors are not interested in the injured, resulting from side effects 
of a drug on which they are raking in the doe. Only when the (projected) 
side effects may affect their bottom line they may take notice. 


Remember, your best weapon in this issue is awareness. Create it and 
nourish it. You can write your congressman all you want and file 
comments with the FCC until you see blue, but if there's a serious 
potential to make big bucks, well, you know the drill. This is America. 
You need to fight this thing on as many fronts. Don't let an opportunity 
to inform the public pass. 


Indeed, don't interfere with the discussion, but make sure the 
participants are fully aware what they may be getting into. There's 
nothing wrong with letting them know that making money on BPL isn't 
going to be as easy as the BPL industry wants to make potential 
investors believe. We would be doing them a disservice by not fully 
informing potential investors on what is actually involved. Perhaps 
we're saving them a buck or two in the process.

Thank you to the multitude who responded to my query. 

I guess I should have been more careful with my description, as my RT C190P 
has no ladder, has plastic bumper covers, and I have a wife who insists that 
there be no holes in the vehicle. 


I am investigating putting a ‘dummy' ladder on the back which will solve 
most of my problems. Why a dummy ladder? There is no need to get onto the 
roof and I am not sure that the chev doors would handle the load. The chev 
has hidden hinges and 'I am told' not friendly to extra loads. 


As for the plastic bumpers.... don't get them. they limit your options for 
antennas, and they are very fragile (ask me, my front bumper is now 
cracked). It was an option that was already on the vehicle but what the 
heck..... I got a really nice discount.... 

What I have done so far is: 

- modified a CB mag mount to accept a right angle adapter so that I can use 
a MP-1 when I am stationary. This is mounted high up on the drivers side on 
the metal where a window is normally installed. (if you don't have a RT you 
won't understand) 

- mounted a tri mag mount on the hood when I am stationary - the angle of 
the antenna is about 30 degrees off of vertical but it seems to work. works 
better when I put some radials on it toward the front of the vehicle. 


In the end I believe that I will end up with a trailer hitch mount, offset 6 
or 8 inches to allow one door to open and with a 4 foot extension to get the 
antenna over the roof. Grounded of course (as best I can, to as much of the 
body as I can). Ideally a tilt over mount offset 8 inches would be nice but 
I will have to find a tilt over mount at a reasonable price before I go that 
route..

You won't find anything useful for tower / guy anchoring at Lowes/Home Depot. 
The quality of hardware there is fine for hanging shelves or building cup 
holders, but not for anchoring towers. 


I'd call Greybar Electric (found in most metro areas). Ask for AB Chance/ Hubble 
earth anchors. These are the things used for (among other things) anchoring 
phone poles. Even if you don't use the "earth anchoring" feature of these, 
they've be quite good anchored in the requisite amount of concrete, plus 

they offer a forged "eye" in which to terminate your guy. Catalogs for Hubble/ 
Chance 

are on the web. 


The ones I used are about 5.5' long with a 8" disk made from 1/4" plate 
steel, and are screwed flush to the ground. Cost was about $14@ 
over the counter...much cheaper than Texas Towers, etc...

Jim, 


You have a few options available. For Gerbers, most PCB layout programs 
will generate them. You will also need an Excellon drill file. I 
recommend you look at Eagle, which has a very nice, very capable, pretty 
easy to use free version available for hobbyists from www.cadsoftusa.com. 
I'm sure others will recommend other software; I'm sure some or most is 
quite good. Some PCB CAD software has a pretty nasty learning curve. 


I have used Express PCB a couple of times. Not to be confused with PCB 
Express -- I don't know anything about them, probably a fine company, but 
I have not used 'em. Express PCB (www.expresspcb.com) has downloadable 
software; you do the layout and routing yourself, then their software 
sends the files and your credit card info to them. Pretty reasonable 
price for small quantities of very well made boards, as long as you don't 
want solder mask or silkscreen. They do that too, but it's only cost 
effective for larger quantities. Pluses: Relatively cheap, easy to use 
software, quick ordering and delivery, good quality, plated through holes. 
Minuses: No solder mask or silkscreen on small quantities, and the files 
are not usable by anyone else, anywhere - so to use another board house, 
you will need to start from scratch with different software. 


So far the best option I have found for one-offs and prototypes (or 
production quantities, for that matter) is Eagle software and Olimex for 
manufcture (http://run.to/pcb). Shipping is a little slow as the company 
is in Bulgaria, and they do not take credit card orders via email or Web, 
you have to FAX it. I have actually sent a scanned image of the PO form 
which was acceptable. The whole thing is their bank won't handle the CC 
transaction without a signed PO form, which I actually find a little 
reassuring. They take Eagle files directly, saving you the hassle of 
making Gerbers and drill files. Pluses: Cheap, excellent quality, solder 
mask and silkscreen standard, good service, will take Eagle files. 
Minuses: 2-3 week shipping delay from Europe, unless you pay for express 
delivery (which is not outrageous). A little hassle getting CC order to 
them, but not too bad especially if you have a scanner. 


I have looked at many other PCB manufacturers, most of which are far more 
expensive especially for prototypes. I dealt with one that looked and 
sounded good, but delivered absolute worthless, useless, poorly-etched 


crap. I highly recommend NOT using them (email me off-list for the name). 
It's a lot different than when I had my first PCB made -- a 4-layer job in 
1991, still have a couple of them around. It's a lot easier now!

I've been spoiled by the setability and stability of my DSW-series rigs' 
transmit frequencies. 

But, I'm not as taken, in the same terms, with these rigs' ‘receive’ 
frequencies. 

I must admit that I haven't, as yet, taken the time to put hard numbers on 
frequency stability for either the transmitter or the receiver. 

Of course, the transmitter frequency stability is primarily a function of 
the DDS' reference oscillator's stability. 


While the receiver frequency stability is also affected by the same ref osc, 
my DSW-20 rcv freq, for example, seems to drift for several minutes(and, 
perhaps 100 Hz or so) after powerup, while the transmitter freq seems to 
stabilize in only a few seconds. 

This seems to me to leave only the elements of the BFO circuit as suspects 
in the search for the cause of the rev freq's taking much longer to 
stabilize, and I don't rule out a faulty component. 

Granted, I could wait for those several minutes to pass before attempting to 
calibrate the rcv freq. 

I guess I just find it desirable to reach stable tx/tx freqs as soon as 
possible and then be able to calibrate each digitally and 
quasi-independently. 

In any event, it is my belief that the hermetically sealed reference osc 
module has much better freq stability characteristics than a common 
xtal(also hermetically sealed) with its required external components, 
especially the xvariablex cap. I do intend to prove or disprove this notion 
by using for measurements my Icom IC-703 with its 0.5ppm/degree C TCXO(now, 
THERE'S a useful function for the store-bought rig!), after a suitable 
warmup period for the '703 and then ‘cold-starting' the DSW. 

I currently would desire to set the BFO digitally for the reception of CW, 
USB, LSB, AM, RTTY, PSKxx, realizing that these would not all, necessarily, 
require separate BFO frequencies, and that there are other considerations... 


One other point... 

Although it would be desirable to achieve 'perfect' freq stability over 
wide-ranging values of temperature, humidity, barometric pressure etc...for 
my purposes, I'm talking ambients of ~ 25 degrees C, 45% RH, 30mmHg.
